Claude Mullins, © police magistrate, 
told the Brixton Discharged Prison- 
ers’ Aid Scciety at the Mansion 
House recently. 

Mr. Mullins said that when he 
visited Brixton prison he was shock- 
ed to see whole corridors of cells 
labelled with the word “debtor.” 
| The people who interested him 
particularly at Brixton, he contin- 
jued, were the men who had not 
paid maintenance orders for wives 
‘and children. “This,” he said, “is 
one of the daily problems’ of the 
police court and I cannot feel that 
all is twell when it results in 6,563 
husbands and fathers being  con- 
victed annually. ‘ 

“The law under which these men 
reach jail is wrong,’ he continued. 
“The key words are in a law. called 
the bastardy law amendment act. 
‘This law gives magistrates the 
power to imprison—in the words of 
.the act—‘if they see fit... There is no 
test at all provided. 
| “We can do it, legally speaking, 
if we do not like the colour of a 
tnaiti's hair, or if we do not like the 
ay he speaks to us. No evidence 
;of means is required, so _ that we 
lean send to prison a man _ who is 
bankrupt, or if he is unemployed.” 

An exchange says that a _ prairie 
fermer questioned by an income tax 
inspector regarding his income over 
a period of years, wrote as follows: 
“You asyed about my crops for the 
jlast five years; well, I'll tell you. 
In 1924 I was dried out, in 1925 T was 
hailed out; in 1926 IT was frozen out; 
in 1927 I was blown out, and in 1928 
I walked out and I’m still out.”

Bven so, you will be surprised to 
learn that the “keep clean” indus- 
try while it spends millions in ad- 
vertising and in sales promotion, 
hasn’t really begun to make an 
impression on the bulk of our popu- 
lation. Production could be doubled 
and trebled without bringing  con- 
sumption up to what you believe 
the average in this country. 


Last year there were 785,592 
tooth brushes sold in Canada. Ear'- 
ier years bear about the same_ re- 
lationship to population. This looks 
as if the average Canadian buys a 
toothbrush once in twelve years; 
say five in a lifetime. What it ac- 
tually means, of course, is “that a 
large part of the population doesn't 
use toothbrushes at all—which, no 
doubt, accounts for the fact that 
very few dentists are laying up 
their motor cars or appearing in 
bread lines. 

The battle against dirt is not 
waged evenly along the home front. 
There are 2,501,890 homes in this 
country, of which 1,222,220 are in 
the country and 1,279,670 in the 
cities. The urbanite spends more 
n keeping clean because he _ has 
more fighting equipment ready to 
hand — electricity, laundries, dry 
cleaners and so forth The ruralite 
is not concerned with sewerage, 
waterworks, street cleaning. 

If you live in a city and wonder 
how much of your hard-earned cash 
gets away from you because’ you 
want to keep clean, take a piece of 
paper and put down these figures. 

The most important tweapon in 
the anti-dirt armory is soap. If all 
the soap manufactured in or im- 
ported into Canada last year were 
divided among the 10,374,196 Cana- 
dians, each of them would get 
forty-nine cakes of laundry soap, 
eleven cakes of toilet soap, two Ibs. 
of soap flakes, powders, liquid or 
soft soaps. Obviously most of us 
use a great deal more than our 
share. Now there isn’t any short- 
age of soap, but a great many Can- 
adians still manage to get along 
comfortably without using it. That

INSOMNIA 
(By Dr. William J. Scholes) 
Sleeplessness is largely a bad 
mental habit, and one that is easily 


acquired. There is no reason why 
anyone who is mentally and physic- 
ally sound should not fall asleep al- 
most immediately on retiring for the 
night. 

Sleep is a state of unconsciousness 
during which most of the vital pro- 
cesses are inhibited and the body is 
undergoing rest and repair. During 
the first two hours of sleep this un- 
consciousness is profound and the 
individual can only be roused with 
considerable difficulty. It is practic- 
ally a state of suspended animation, 
the only parts of the brain that are 
working being the heart and respir- 
ation centres. Even the heart-beat 
and breathing are, however, slowed 
down appreciably. During this time 
the vitality is at its lowest ebb, 


which explains why so many sick|nervous, run-down.

The average patient who consults 
a doctor for insomnia does not come 
in either class. His sleeplessnes has 
become a fixed obsession, after a 
period during which, for one reason 
or another, his sleep was broken. 
Thereafter, he finds it difficult to 
take up the thread where it was 
broken. He goes to bed with his mind 
made up that he is not going to 
sleep—and he doesn’t. 

The cure consists in breaking this 
mental habit and = diverting 
from the brain. Two methods IT have 
found useful are worthy of mention 
in this connection, and they iwill cure 
ninety-nine per cent of all cases who 
want to be cured: 

First, acting on the principie that 
two-thirds of the blood is in the 
splanchnic area (mid-abdomen) dur- 
ing the process of digestion, the pa- 
tient is instructed to take a bowl of 
hot milk and erackers at bedtime. 

Second, to still further withdraw 
blood from the brain and divert the 
patient’s mind from himself, he 
takes the following exercise: 

Standing erect, with the feet six 
inches apart, rise up and down n 
the toes without letting the heels 
touch the floor. When the calf mus- 


cles become tired kick each leg vig- 
orously fonward several times. This 
is repeated three times. He then 
goes to bed and assumes any com- 
fortable position... He now moves the 
feet steadily up and down, breathes 
deeply and slowly, the while keeping 
his mind fixed on what he is doing. 
In most cases, he falls asleep during 
the operation.
